VO.N MOLTlilj's rilEDlCTlON. 

London, June 27. — A well-informed cor- 
respondent telegraphs, this afternoon, from 
Constantinople that tho uprising in the 
province of Vcrrin is for tho purpose of 
setting Basehid Effendi on the throne of 
Turkey, and that the movement has many 
adherents throughout the Ottoman empire. 
It has been known for a long time that ex- 
Sultan Murad is in such a condition of phy- 
sical and mental incapacity that liij former 
partisan.s Iiava quite abandoned any thought 
of seeing him restored to tho tlirone. Fail- 
ing .Murad, they have turned to another 
brother of the Sultan, Rasobid KQiendi, 
who is tho next person eligible in the Suc- 
cession, according to law. A year ago 
the Sheikh jUl Islam was summoned 
to the puluce and kept a prisoner for some 
time, on the information of somo palace 
spies, that on the occu.sion of the funeral of 
his ciiild there had been a kind of confer- 
ence at his house as to a change of dynasty. 
A few d:iys ago Sheikh Ham Di ElFendi, 
head of the \Veklevik, und one of the most 
important ofter the Sheikh Ul Islam, was, 
^vithout any warning, arrested by an agent 
of the palace, whitber he was immediately 
conveyed. There he wos charged with hav- 
ing, in association with other persons, 
conspired to bring about the dethrone- 
ment of the Sultan and his replace- 
ment by Rasohid EfTondi. The imfortu- 
uate sheikh was, after undergoing a vigorous 
iuterrogutory, subjected to thomoathorrible 
nnd nameless torture. He was then sent on 
board a Turkish steamer, which has taken 
him into exile. As it is now known that 
both Midhat und his companion in 
exile, Mahomet Dalada, wore mur- 
dered by order from Coiistanlinople, it is 
excoodingly likely that Sheikh Islam has 
gone the suine way. The SuUan thinks 
more of Idniself, and of Const mtinople, than 
of tho rest of the empire. The natural con- 
sequence is discontent ami disorder, before 
which such au administration as that of 
Turkey is powerless. The groat (Jernian 
strategist, Count Von Mollke, shortly 
before his death, said tliat the 
Eustern question would Unally be 
settled iflidci- ibo -wull!i of Constaii inoplc. 
The events of every week and day testily 
to the accuracy of his prcdiclion. So dis- 
pirited, disorganized and wanting in intelli- 
gence have all the elements of the Oltoman 
Empire become, that they must accept 
whatever and Whoever may be cstablialu-il 
at Constantinople. The conccntratinn of 
power, and the incapacity of those wielding 
it in that capital, render the task of who- 
ever is prepared to grasp it and Turkey 
comparatively easy. A foreign diplomat at 
Constantinople said to-<lay : "The power 
that first succeeds in getting two iron dads 
offStamboul, with their guns pointed up at 
Yildiz, will secure the signuturo of any 
treaty put before him.". There is no serious 
person in Constantinople but agrees with 
him.

CHILIAN CEUELTIES. 



Balmaceda Described as a Tyrant 
and Monster- Outrag'eous Atroci- 
ties Perpetrated by Him. 



Rcfujrecs Recall tho Terrible SniTer- 
ings of tlie Victims of the ' 
Dictator's Wrath. 



Nkw York, June '21. — The startling 
stories of the cruelties und despotism prac- 
tised by President Balmaccda, the iiistigar 
tor and chief figuro. in .the Chilian war, as^.,. 
given exclusively in the United Press des- 
patches of Ust week are completely over- 
sluidowed by the facts presented by the 
United Press, to-day. The information is 
obtained from prominent Chilians whe , 
arrived on the City o£ Pari^ lilt week. The 
most pr6mineni of the .arrivals: ;'wa's'Boii' 
I'edro ^lonnett, Hvho is the accixidited repte- 
stntative of tho revolutionist- '.party .. in * 
Chili, and who is a brother- or Adniiral^: 
.\loiinet, acting president of. tlie.'Bevolu- 
tionary party. Don Pedro Monnet, when 
shown the article in the United .Press dia- 
patchea referring to the Bidmaeeda cruel- 
tics, said that the actual truth had ex- 
ceeded the published account of the aflair. 
The whole of Chili, he said, was suCfering, 
dire distress, as a result of the cruel waraiid 
all clas.se j were losing their property, whctlior 
in the city or country. Ho had no doubk^. 
of the ultimate success of the revolufcionietSj, 
as the people of Chili were almost unani- 
mously with the Constitutional party.. 
Siguor Monnet did not care to talk lor' 
publication at present. He said lio pre- 
ferred to state his cise later on 
and let the American j)eo|)lo 
judgo as to which cause waB' 
the just one. Senor Gonzales says that 
llalmacoda is practicing cruelties unheard, 
of in the history of Chid. "A friend of 
niiiie," said Gonzales, "who was a promi- 
nent citizv'ii of CJoncepcion, Senor Zerrano^ 
and his son were put in prisju because they 
refused lo obey the dictates of the tyrant_ 
Being inipriHoned tailed to break their --; 
spi' it, St) lialinaceda had the father takeit. ' 
out into the yard of the jail and mercilessly 
tortured. After being lirulally Hogged, the •■■ 
tendons of his arms and legs were severed, 
to render him helpless for life. This hor- 
rible cruelty was purposely practiced withltk 
ear shot of tho eon, who, was after- 
wards subjected to tho same treatment.. 
h'-'fore the gaze of his father, now fast dying, 
from loss of blood as the result oif the ' 
terrible ordeal. Neither of thoni Biirvived . 
the horrors of the torture whiih was in- 
llicted upon them. Senor Gonzales al«»- ^ 
related the story of the fate . of certaizt. 
proniiiient citizens of Santiago, -who were in- 
syir.pathy with the rovolutionists. They , 
were arrested by order of Balmaccda, tiLken 
to prison and beheaded. Tho headless- ^ 
bodies were taken to tho cemetery for inter- 
ment. There having been no buri:d permits 
issued an examination was made by the 
cemetery authorities, when the horrible 
facts were disclosed. In Pisagua a lot of ' 
laborers, who hud been on a. spree and ' 
who went through the slreels ci ' 
the city hurrahing for the revoluiioiiisls . 
were at once arrested by liahnaceda's sol- 
diers and thrown into prison, livery nighli 
for a week two of those laborers v.'cre tikVcU' 
out and shot and then the bodioii were ■ 
thrown back inlo the room occupied t>y- 
their comrades, who v.crctolil tliati auclii ■ 
WHS lo bo the fate of two of their imiiiber- 
each night. There were many heart r-;nil-- 
ing scenes in Iqulqiie when Halniacodft'Si 
soldiers destroyed a poilion of the city. 
Helpless men and women were shot down^ 
and many homes were shelled and ruin»d 
while the occupants were ' preparing for 
llight. 

Senor Gonzels deplored the fate of tho 
Itala. He and the .Monnet party were at 
Callao wdien the Charleston arrived. 'X'hte 
fact that tho Itatu was not with her wns 
noted with great jov, and they celebrated 
rhat they supposed to bo tho escape of the 
es-iel in a glass of ' wiuo.

Cbannel, Wliere 'I'liero Sliould 
bo No Danger. 



San FiiANCisco.Juno 20.— Second unite 
Walker tells the . following story of tlie 
sinking of the ship Palestine, on Friday 
luoniing, while entering the Golden Gate: — 

"The Piiltstiiio left Tuoomu Wednesday 
last and the trip down wns pleasant. I 
wa.s not on deck a.t the time the ship struck. 
I und five others of the wutcli were below 
asleep, and the first I knew of the accident 
or realized tlmt wo wore in danger was 
when I \v;i3 tlirown from my Inmk on to 
iny clothca-chost close hy. This awakened 
me and 1 could liour the noise on the deck 
and tlio voices of the men saying 'Slie's 
going down. Wuko up the boys below and 
lower the hoiit-s. ' 

"My compaiiious were infonncd of tlio 
dutigei- iu (lie same manner, and as we diii 
not Know wliitlier we hiid any linic to spare 
or not we all went up on deck, nuking no 
littiinpl. to take any thing with ua in the 
aliape of clothing. We were glad to gel a 
glimpse of the deck and see what the 
chances were for saving our lives. 1 came 
lip, followed by member.^ of my watch." 

TAKK TO TriE nOAT.S. 

" The first thing that caught my eye was 
men working the pnnips, and wo of couise 
gave a huud and attempted to keep the 
water out, but us it cania in several times 
IH fast as wo could get it out tho tusk was 
considered hopeless. 

" r reported to Capt. McCartney that it 
was useless to work the pumps and that wc 
were losing valuable time. He then ordered 
the men to leave the pumps and save their 
eH'ccts. In consequence wo had ample tinjo 
to get everything that belonged to us and 
placed it in the boats. 

A IHl-KLI.N'C DISA.STF.U. 

Captain Thomas McCartney came in on 
the tug Wizard and went direct to tho 
office of the owner of the ship, Captain 
&i.muel Blair. McCartney ia a man about 
:i5 years old and lias been in the coasting 
trade as sailor and otiicer ever since ho was 
old enough to go to sea. He was not in- 
clined to siy much about the disaster. " I 
liuve been ill and out over the bar right 
there lota of limes and I cannot understand 
how this happened," he said. 
" Was it thick weacher ?" 
" Not much. Clear as a belL I could 
see all aronnd me, for miles away, as I was 
CO ming is. Tiiere was a pilot boat near me, 
but we coasters do not take pilots and I had 
no need of one. The tug Wizard spoke me 
and wanted to tow me in, but the wind was 
fair and I told him I did not want a tow. 

"Did I knowVhere I wast Of course I 
.did. I was rii;ht in the main channel, 
■w^here I knew there were 33 foot of water. 
We Were drawing 24 feet. Tho shock was 
•a lively one and the ship began to fill for- 
ward immediately. Shipi always till for- 
-ward first becan.sc of the weight of the an- 
chors forward. It was full on tho bar we 
struck ; it wasn't like striking a rock. 

" The Potato Patch ? By no means; for 
wo weix; hy no means near it. 1 tell you it 
Wiia directly in the main channel and fully 
12 miles out.siJo where we struck. The 
Wizard came hack after we struck and took 
us in tow to try and pull us in, but couldn't do 
anything with tho ship. She settled rapi<lly, 
■ixnd I got the boats ovtir and the men into 
them. I was the last to leave the ship. The 
Wizard had to let go, and tho ship drifted 
outside. I went on the tug and wo stayed 
by the ship till she sank. She was then 
about a mile and a half outside tho bar. 
She went down in about 13 fathoms, und 
just her three top gallant masts are now 
4tbove water. The sea was comparatively 
. calm when she struck, It was clear all 
about lis, but hazy in toward shore." 

Mr. J. Fitzgerald, marine reporter for the 
merchants' e.'cchango, put off from Meigs' 
•wharf and boar'led tho tug Wizard as she 
- approached. He learned all the facts pos- 
t Bible to be reached at that time, and then 
' made haste to the merchants' exchange, 

■ where many inquirers had gathered, to 
imake his report. "I heard on the Wiz- 

;«rd," be 'said "that the Palestine struck 
.w oan the bar at 7:33 and sank at 8:30, or 
. alidut then. She struck first in five and a 

■ half fathoms of water. Capt, McCartney 
'.. said he thought that there must have been a 
iJtS'iip on the bar. He was coming straight 
"in under sail, through tho main channel 
and over the place where the master of the 
Wiz.ird, (,'apt. Randall, said he would liave 
t.ikcn bim if he bad been in tow. The sea 
was smooih and the bank was not breaking. 

" It was somcwliat bazy, but not so bad 
Il>iil what tho cuptuin could sue some di.s- 
•tance alieail. A.i soon as the ship struck 
.signals were lioistiid for the tug. Tho 
\\'i;'.;ird was near by anil came at once to 
r,he rescue. It was seen that ihe vtssel was 
.sinking, und she sank while she was in tow. 
It being smooth, there wa.-i no difticully in 
liiunching three Ijoats from the ship. The 
captain, his wife and all the oHicers and 
ae;imen were transferred from the ship lo 
tug by boats. The ship went down in K!'; 
fathoms of water. When the tug steamed 
through the heads tlie top-gallant niasti 
wore in sight above the i/atcr. " 

The Palestine is an American ship, and is 
owned by Captain Samuel Blair. .She was 
built at Bath, Maine, in 1877, and claims 
San Francisco as her home port. She is 
209i feet long, 40 feet in breadth, 24 feet in 
depth, and has a net tonnage of l,3!)(i.91.

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WHAT IS THE IlEASON ? 

To THE KniTOB : — Tlio ilockinfj of the 
S. S. Biitaviu, of the Upton lino, atextremo 
low tide at the Outer wlmrf, slioiikl con- 
vinco all Victoriiiiia of the iintriitli of tliu 
foriiier assertions of tlie C. I'.H. , that 
had there been water cnougli that 
vessel and others of tlio line would have 
called at Victoria when the line waa in- 
auguratett.' Everyone will remember the 
fuss aud row made nbout the palling of the 
first vessel at Esquiinalt. It was claimed 
that they wereof such immensesizoand great 
draught that it would be impossible to dock 
at the Outer wharf. The delay was such, 
and the crankiness of the theti ship's hus- 
band so groat, that it was an easy matter 
to make a quarrel with the Victoria customs 
and draw oir the boats from calling here, 
even half a mile from shore. Of course the 
C.P.R. claimed that this waa the fault of 
the steamship people — tlie railway iiad no 
control over them. Mr. Vun lioruo pro- 
mised wlien ttio new line was on, with 
plenty of water at the Outer dock, 
they wou'd e.tll. Well, three .steamers 
of the now line have shrieked tlieir sirens 
half a mile from the wluirf, landed a few 
passengers in liglitcrs, but have tukcn Chin- 
ese passengi-'rs, express, freiglit aiul mail 
matter, on to Vancouver, the freight and 
Cliinese to come over here us soon as con- 
venient. 

TheC.l'.R., however, broke faith with 
the Pearce steamship people about the 
building of the new boats, and us a conse- 
quence the old Hue was transformed into the 
Upton Hue, and two of the vessels have al- 
ready come to Viutoria, while a third is on 
its way. Strange to relate, too, lioth these 
vessels have found no dilhculty in docking 
at the outer wharf. The Zambesi and Ha- 
tavia, which were so loaded down when car- 
rying the C.P.R. flag, have called at the 
outer wharf, the li^lter at extreme low tide 
and drawing nearly 22 feet of water. What 
has caused this wonderful chantso in the 
draught of the boat^ ? Why, simply that 
under C.P.R. control they were unfriendly 
to Victoria. Under their present nianage- 
ment, they are friendly; that is all. 

The policy of Victorians is easily discerned. 
They have waited patiently and put up with 
the excuses of the C.P.R. with good grace, 
expecting that the new line would fulBl 
their demands, and the promises of the rail- 
way. Such an yet bus not proved the case. 
Tlie C.P.R. in tholr vain and insane desire 
to aid tho Rrowth of their pet town on 
Burraril Inlet have not followed sound 
business principles, but have endeavoured 
to Injure Victoria tu strengthen Vancouver.

It is demonstrated by the docking of the 
Bativia at tlie lowest stage of the tide that 
there is plenty of water tor the Kmpresses, 
and if the C. P. U. held the slightest good- 
will toward Victoria the vessels which liave 
come so far would have tied up nt the out- 
er dock, and landed mails and all passen- 
gers booked to this point. Reciprocity in 
trade is a fair thing. " Vou scratch my 
back and . I'll scratch yours," and as the 
new line has made Victoria its first and last 
place of callj it should receive Victoria's 
patronage,. even though the other may cut 
rates. It is almost unnecessary for me here 
to point out that both tho Northern and 
Union Pacific railways are in a position to 
curry Victoria freight to and from the East 
us quickly and as cheaply as the C.P.R.

CHEAP SUGAR. 

Tlie Times tries very hard to be funny 
\fhen commenting upon the remission of the 
sugar duties, hut it only succeeds in being 
silly. The newspaper that makes li),'ht of 
, tho fact of the Government's giving back to 
the people three millions and u half a year 
hllbcrtii t aken from them as a tax on sugar 
cannot be regarded as either very iotelli- 
geut or very patriotic. This sum amounts 
to nearly seventy-five cents a head of the 
population. If tho householder is not n 
consumer of spiriLs, higli-i)ricc(l wines and 
tobacco, be will get the wliole bcntiit of the 
(liniinut ion oF taxation. When the house- 
wife gets Cftoen or twenty pounds of sugar 
€or a dollar, instead of ten or twelve, as 
«ho does at present, she will look with 
contempt at the <lrivel of those who 
try to show hor, by plating about thii.'itv- 
ing on a few sjioonfulls, that froo sugar ia 
not aneb a groat boon after all. It is a grout 
boon, and it will bo felt to be such by those 
to whom the saving of two or three cents 
on every pound of sugar they buy will mean 
a great deal. Sunut in tho United States 
vaa put on tlio free list only on the 1st of 
List April, and already tho wiigo-oarner 
onu get twenty pouiuls of sugar for 
A dollar, where ho could got ou- 



The inhabitants of Victoii, I iiKiy well be 
proud of their public schools. They are ex- 
ceedingly well conducted. Tho schonl 
rooms are well c(iuipped,andthctcaehor8are 
properly qualified, painstaking and iudus- 
tr'ous. It is a pleasure to attend tho exam- 
inations of these schools, and wc are glad lo 
see that a large number of I he citizens, 
ladies anil gentlemen, avail themselves of 
tho privilege that the closing days aQbrd 
them. There is nothing that encourages 
and stimulates, both teachers and pupils, eo 
much as to find that parents and friends 
take an interest in thoir work. If the citi- 
zens of Victoria are wise they will continue 
to show that :bey feel a lively iuterestin the 
way in which tho public schools are con- 
ducted. This is the very best way to make 
theui efficient and to keep them efiicient. 
We need not dwell upon the -iniportanoe of 
the schools to the children, or say that they 
are worthy of all the considerate and intel- 
ligent attention that can bo paid to them, 
not only by school oiiicials, but by every 
man and woman who has the welfare of tho 
rising generation at heart. 

It was more than pleasant, on 
Friday, to see that the high school 
room was literally crowded with 
ladies and gentlemen who showed by 
their smiles and their plaudits that they 
warmly sympathised with tho pupils and 
their teachers. They were domg good 
— more perhaps, than they knew. 

In a day or two tho schools of tho city, 
with their belongings, will be handed over 
to tho Corporation. Tho Government has 
good cause to be proud of the results of its 
administration. The schools are in good 
condition, both as to buildings, equipment 
and teaching staff. They are well attended, 
and the children as fur advanced as could 
be expected from their capacity and their 
opportunities. Wo hope that under the 
new system the public schools will not only 
be kept up to their present high standard 
of efficiency but will advance with 
tho general progress of education 
on this continent. A firm founda- 
tion has been laid, and the ciTio 
authorities will find eomparatively 
little trouble in keeping the schools in good 
working order. Wo earnestly hope that all 
connected with tho schools, ofiicially and 
otherwise, will do what in them lies to ad- 
vance their interests, and that they will not 
allow party or personal considerations to 
stand in the way of iho progress of educa- 
tion in this city. There is nothing to hinder 
Victoria's having the best schools to be 
found, not only in British Columbia, but on 
tho whole Pacific Coast. Its public schools 
can be so conducted, and ought to be so 
conducted, that the pupils educated in them 
will not be in the slightest degree, or in any 
res])cct, inferior to tliose who arc taught in 
other educational institutions of the same 
class, public or private, on the continent of 
America.

Loach should lead Hportanien in 
tho Kast to believe that the auliurbs of Vic- 
toria are a Sportsman's Paradise. It would 
be almost as reasoaablo to expect to find 
deer and game birds plentiful on Mount 
Royal, as on Mount Tolinio. Wo can see 
the latter mountain from th 
room in which we arc: writing, and can count 
the trees on its suinniit. Tho intoUigent 
reader will be able to judgt what chance 
gamo havo of living and iiioroosing on 
Und so situated. 

It is to bo regretted that Victoria should 
bo misrepresented in thi.i way in tlio cities 
of the ICast.

McLeod stepped forward in 
orilcr the licller to be hoard. ■ Prefacing his 
rcin.arks with an acjount of how ho came to 
be conncctial with the "S'ictoi ia High School, 
three years ago, "ho asserted that ''fiom the 
day he first entered the scli();d until the 
pri'sent time, no complaint had been maile 
of the manner in which the duties of his 
po.sition were (liacliarged— cither by the 
KiKiiil (if 'rrustecs, the Ivhicution depart,- 
mciit or the public. The matter of which 
he wislied to cumidaiii, and which was 
la-ferroil to in the letter adiireascd to 
the board, was in coiiiiecliou with 
the promotion examinations. l'>ver since 
he took charge of the school, the ^iroiiiolious 
from one division to unotlier had Ijceu made 
by him, subject, of course, to the approval 
of the 1-aluc.ilional Departnieat, which had 
never been withheld. One portion of his 
work. In the past, had been to prepare tho 
examination papers for tho 2nd and lird 
divisions, und, having examined the papers 
of the scholars, with the assistance of tho 
teachers, the promotions were made upon 
his rccomtnendation. Tho papers, wore, of 
course, diQ'orent for each division, the 
scholars of the more advanced form being 
expected to answer questions which their 
juniors would be unable to. This was in 
past years. Tho papers for the examina- 
tions just closed were set by the Superinten- 
dent of Education, and in grammer, geo- 
graphy, and a variety of subjects, no dis- 
tinction whatever was made in re- 
gard to the divisions. Identically tho 
same papers were placed before the 
scholars of the three divisions, und 
a scholar who was just completing his 
first term in the school, was expected to an- 
swer the same questions as one who had 
gradually advanced through each of the div- 
isions. In setting the papers, on this occa- 
sion, the department had not consulted him, 
(Mr. McLcod). The Superintendent camo 
to the school four weeks ago, and said that 
the examination would bo held on a certain 
date ; and, on his enquiring if he would pre- 
pare the papers, as before, informed him 
that they had already been prepared. The 
department did not set tho examination 
papers for the many graded schools of the 
province, and he could not see why the Vic- 
toria High School should ho placed on a 
difl'erent footing. In the Superintendent's 
own report, special emphasis was given to 
tho fact that principals are required to pre- 
pare tho questions for tho promotion exam- 
inations, and the important character of 
this work was commented upon. 
If the .Superintendent prepared the 
papers for the dilFerent divisions of the 
High School and made the promotions, 
what was left for the principal to do ? His 
position became inferior to that of the 
third teacher. There was something really 
remarkable in regard to the marking at this 
examination. Taking the subject of book- 
keeping for example. In the lower division 
of the school, double-eutry alone was 
taught, and as the pupils advanced into the 
other forms they were carried still further 
into tho science of accounts, and taught 
both double and single entry. This year, 
the superintendeut, following the limit 
table, set tho third division a paper in 
single entry, of which" they knew absolutely 
nothing ; and yet many of them made 
higher marks than their seniors; on tho 
srmo paper, dealing with subjects they 
bud been ca:efully studying for 
months. There was surely something 
mysterious about this. It certainly seemed 
strange, though it might bo possible, that a 
pupil knowing nothing whatever of the 
subject, ehould make Idghcr marks in ex- 
amination than tho one who had made it a 
study, Latin was also a subject taught in 
the three divisions of the school, and he 
(Mr, .McLeod) wished to state decidedly to 
the Hoard that cither the Latin papers nl 
this examination were not nmrked at all, or, 
if they were, it was by sonic one who knew 
nothing at all about Latin, He could say 
more at tho proper time. Of tlie 
marking of the book-keeping pajiera, he 
would say no more ; but on the subject of 
the Latin, he was positive — the papers were 
not markeil prci|)erly, if at all, and that 
they were markeil at all he gravely doubt- 
ed. The niai k.s given in Latin were not 
till! correct iii '.rks, and if the Superintend- 
ent woulil priiiluce the papers, in the 
scnce of any ni;c, ho (Mr. McLood) woiilil 
prove by t he p i|)«rs tho truth of his state- 
ment rcganling tlicni. 

This was the substance of Mr, Mcf.,cod's 
charge, and in further explaining the ac- 
tion ho desired tho Board to take, he ex- 
pressed the hope that the trustees would 
nave a look into the manner in which pro- 
motions had been made in all tho sohooU, 
It would bo interesting to learn how the 
thing was done, anu who corrected the 
papers, 

Tho chairman thought that all would 
agreu that it was in the interest of tho 
school that good feeling should exist be- 
tween tho department and the head of the 
highest school in the province. 

No c<imments were made upon (he state- 
mi'rit of the principal, an.l Trustee Walker 
presented a icsoluliori, to the elftct that "it 
is thejcpinion of the Hoard that nnaniniit v of 
feeling, between the Superiiiteiideiit of lOdii- 
cution and tl^e Fi iiicipal of the High School, 
slmuld prevail, and for tho fiirllicraiico of 
this object, a miilual conferciu;o bi-twccn 
the lloanl, Snpei iiitcndcnt and Mr, McLcod 
is drsirable. " .Momlay afternoon, at four 
o'clock, was the hour lixed for this meeting. 

Tlie rcsiilulioii was seconded by Trustee 
Mallette, who said there was cerlidnly cause 
for an investigation of some kind ; tho 
charges made by .Mr, McLeod were of tho 
giMvcst character. 

Trustee Mallandidne concurred, and after 
the uiumiuious passage of the resolution, 
the meeting adjonrned.

THE COINAGE YEBJDICT. 



Trade Dollars and Small Coin to Come 
from the Mints by Order ot 
ConfirresB. 



Fonr Montbs to Wprk tlie Old Trade 
Dollar Stock Into Standard 
Silver Dollars. 



WASniNaTOK, Juno 20.— The Cabinet 
meeting culled, to-<luy, to consider financial 
<juestioiis, was attended by Secietariea Fos- 
ter, Tracy, Noble, Rusk and Poatmaster- 
Oeneral Wanamakor, Secretaries Blaine 
■ and Proctor ond Attorney-General Miller 
■were absent. The questions discussed were 
the coinage of silver, extensions of 4J 
bonds and the change in the fori)) of asset 
find liiibilil.v statenient. 

Secretary Foster made this statement as 
to the result of the meeting on the coinage 
of silver : 

"After full consideration of the luw re- 
lating to coinage of silver, Secretary Foster 
finds that the act of March 3, 1S91, re- 
quires that the Secretary of the Treasury, 
as soon as practicable, shall coin trade dol- 
lar bars into silver dollars. He also finds 
that §150,000 have been appropriated for 
the re coinage of subsidiaiy silver coin into 
Buch denominations as will best give It cii"- 
culation. There is a constant demand for 
small coins, principally dimes, which we 
have not been able to supply. The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury decided that his first 
duty in this matter is to obey the direction 
of Congress, which ordered the coinage of 
trade dollar burs into standard silver dollars. 

"Coinage of trude dollar burs in this man- 
ner will transform what costs $0,087,795 
into 5,148,'J81 standard dollars. The Secre- 
tary finds it will require perhaps four 
months to perform the work of coining 
these b»rs into standard dollars and re- 
coining subsidiary silver. Tlierefore the 
question of tiie continued coinage of silver 
dollars as heretofore is not a practical one 
at present." 

The Cabinet also decided to change the 
form of the asset and liability statement 
issued from the treasurer's oflicc daily at 
the beginning of each month. In the new 
form of statement the net surplus will dis- 
appear and only an available cash balance 
will be carried. Other changes of a minor 
character will be made, but what they will 
be has not yet been decided by Secretary 
Foster. These changes sfo into effect on 
the 1st day of July, the beginning of 
the next fiscal year. The extension of the 
four and a half bonds was> not considered 
at the meeting but will come up next 
Tuesday. 

The general impression prevails in official 
circles that the action of the Cabinet to-day 
postponed the consideration of the continued 
coinage of silver for the present. In lieu 
thereof trade dollar bullion will be coined in 
an amount e()ual to monthly coinage by the 
treasury during the present fiscal year, 
w hich has been at the rate of about 2,000,- 
00<) ouni;es of silver per month. Tlic trade 
dollar bullion now in the treasury is stored 
ut the mints at New Orleans and Philadel- 
phia, and results from smelting trade dol- 
lars which were redeemed under the act of 
March '.i, 1887. The total number redeem- 
ed was 7,58;>,03fl, of which a portion has 
been coined into subsidiary coins, but the 
act of iMarcli ,'!, 1891, provided that the bal- 
ance on hand should only be coined into 
standanl silver dollars and that aa soon us 
practicable. 

I JOwing 10 mandatory coinage of 2,000,000 
oimcea, or 2,583,000 silver dollars per month, 
as required by the act of July 14, 1890, un- 
til the first proximo, it bus been impractic- 
able to coin any of this trade dollar bullion. 
It will take between three and four months 
to complete the work of recoining trade dol- 
lar bullion at New Orleans and about two 
months at Philadelphia in connection with 
the large amount of recoinage of subsidiary 
silver and the continued coinage of minor 

•olai. 

(Jungress, at its last session made an ap- 
propriation of $150,000 for the recovery of 
uncurrent fractional coins in the treasury 
abraded below the limit of tolerance. Tliis 
is about as much as bos been appropriated 
for this purpose during the past five or six 
years. Much of this abraded subsidiary 
silver will be coined into dimes, for which 
there is a constant and growing demand. 

The coinage of dimes during the last 
three years has Iiecn §3,167,470, or .31,074,- 
760 pieces. Jt is proposed to distribute 
this recoinage between San Francisco, 
I'liiladelphia and New Orleans. By law the 
minor coinage of five-cent pieces and one- 
cent pieces is confined to Philadp'phiu. The 
coinage at .San Francisco and Caj-soi; w-ill 
be confined to regular gold coinage and siiJ; 
Bubsidiary coin as may ba retjuired on the 
I'acific Coast. As a result a coniiidcrablc 
rcductldn of force at these two mints 
ia probable ut the beginning of the fiscal 
Year.

Had they been hasty they would have made 
mistakes, which, happily, they had been 
saved from. It was stated that there 
■jvero 3,(K)0 Chinese in Victoria alone, 
and tliat sonic of the Chinese mor- 
chiints of tiiat city had subscribed iibgut 
SI 10 already, and some of the wealtiiy ones 
had promised large subscriptions, prov iding 
the work were conducted upon what are 
commonly called " business principles," '■^^ 
I matter of fapt these men were anv j„„;,y 
awaiting the action Ot thQ Assoi" „p„„ 
the mattor. Souio in the Ass'-j^ijiy thought 
^hey should licgin lu \ jdoriu, but Dr.

He was jjiepared to say that 
very liberal rates could bo secured, in sup- 
port of wliich ho read a telegram from Mr.

Phair, will manage the hotel when it is 
completed. 

A mining man who recently visited Goat 
River District says the Alice is a fine- 
looking prospect, with a ledge carrying 
fully :{0 inches nf ^ood galena ore. It is 
understood that its owners hold it at 
«50,000. 

The smelter at Bevelstoke will be blown 
in as soon as the ore now sacked at the 
Karober One mine, in the Hot Springs 
district, can bo got through to Revelstoke. 
The owners of the smelter have at last ar- 
xived at the conolusion that, if the smelter 
ia to1>e run, the ore mast come from the 
JjokB country. 

/^A half tntorest In thalvanhoe, the sec- 
-pnd eMterly extension OS the Iroquois, was 
"puroliased by R. G. Tatlow, of Vancouver, 
and the whole of the Blalock by Richard 
Ashworth, of Billings, Montana, for $oOU. 
The forn.er claim is in Toad Mountain dis- 
trict, the latter in Hot Springs district. 

The dispute between C. W. Busk and 
-Joshua Davies with regard to a mill-sito at 
Bilfour^ which threiitened litigation that 
would hare seriously retarded the growth 
of that town, has been amicably arranged. 
Mr. Davies acquires the hand in question, 
and will immediately proceed with the 
clearing thereof. He will also build a 
wharf and warehouse at the eastern corner 
of the property ; and in the near future 
there is little doubt that the Davies-Say- 
ward sash and door factory will be estab- 
lished there. 



CHILIAN INSURGENTS IN STRAITS- 

'Their Fleet In Bad Comlltlon— it Dare Not 
Attack Valparaiso. 

Wasiiikotok City, June 25. — The navy 
department has received a report from Ad- 
miral MoCami, on board the flagship Balti- 
more, dated Iqufque, Chili, May 25, saying 
that there has been no military or naval 
operations of importance in the north prov- 
inces recently. He says : 

Admiral Hotham has informed me that all 
the revolutionary squadrons have gone north 
from Caldera, and that only TOO or 800 men 
■were left to garrison Caldera and Copiago. 
Since the loss of the Blanco Encalada most 
of tlio insurgent forces are concentrating 
about the nitrate ports. The only elhcient 
vessels remaining to the insurgents are the 
Huuscur, I'^smeruldn and AliiiiraiiteCochrane. 
The remainder of the navy is made up of a 
few old gunboats and armed transports, 
the broken down and worn out remains of 
the Chilian navy. There is, therefore, little 
or no probability of a demonstration by 
water against Valparaiso or other Southern 
ports by the revolutionary fleet, but, on the 
contra-y, the Governmeut torpedo cruisers 
Almirante Lynch and Almirante Coodell 
and the armed transport Imperiali keep the 
insurgent vessels in potion and the nitrate 
ports in a constant state of alarm by 
threatened attacks. On the 19th inst., one 
«f the revolutionists' torpedo launches was 
auoidently blown up by its own torpedo, 
and sank immediately, drowing two and 
mortally wounding four of her crew. 

The Condell attacked Taltal on the 21st, 
burning the government buildings and cus- 
tom houses. On the 25th the Coclir.mo, 
Magallencs and Ainazonas left Jquiinie uikI 
stood to the southward io protect tlut 
locality. The speed of the Condell una 
Imperiali is such that they can easily elude 
pursuit, and may turn up most Unexpectedly 
at any port.
